Johnson cited figures from 
a study of the off-the-job acci­ 
dent experience of 84 firms 
employing nearly 350.000 work­ 
ers. The statistics show that 
accidents occur much more 
often off the job than on — 
“as much as five to 20 times

The companies represent a 
cross-section of industry in the 
United 
States,

and

territories.

divided into two categories *— 
80 companies employing about 
210.000 workers, and four com­ 
panies with 137.000 employes.

No. I hazard to employes of 
the 80 companies, the study 
indicates, is slips and falls.

truck accidents are the No. I 
killer of employes of all 84 
firms, regardless of size.
